More than 100 animals seized 
from woman’s home on US 42 


A Gallatin County 
woman faces animal 
cruelty charges for the 
second time after police 
seized more than 100 
dogs, chickens and ducks 
from her home on U. S. 
42 East, last Friday. 

Karen Bryant was first 
charged in January 2011,

The Sparta Department 
Store, which has been a 
landmark in the middle of 
Sparta for more than 100 
years, has closed.

It also had a reputation for

Business 
declined in the town af¬ 
ter passenger trains quit 
stopping in the 1960s but 
the Department Store had 
been able to remain open 
until last week. 

Farrar said the store’s 
new owner, Josh Chap¬ 
man, plans to convert the 
building into a sports bar.

Also during the meet¬

hadn’t been fed in days. 
One of the dogs we took 
has already died and I'm 
not sure how many others 
will survive.” 

All of Bryant’s dogs 
were taken to the Gallatin 
County Animal Shelter, 
which is now filled to ca¬ 
pacity. 

“We are desperately in 
need of foster homes for 
these dogs,” said Nunn. 
“We can’t adopt them out 
until Bryant’s case goes to 
court but we need all the 
help we can get to take 
care of these dogs.” 

A foster home has al¬ 
ready been found for Bry¬ 
ant’s chickens and ducks. 
The National Humane 
Society is helping police 
with the investigation. 

Nunn describes Bry¬ 
ant’s trailer and the prop¬ 
erty around it as filthy. 

“I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like it,” Nunn said. 
“The trailer was filled 
with all kinds of stuff. 
There was only a small 
path cleared to walk 
through and that path was 
covered in two or three 
inches of dog feces. It was 
disgusting.” 

After her arrest in 2011, 
charges were dismissed 
against Bryant on the con¬ 
dition that she keep no 
more than 10 dogs. 

“I thought she got off 
too easy a year ago,” 
said Nunn. “This time I 
hope she gets what she 
deserves. If it were up to 
me, I’d never let her have 
another animal.”

Warsaw will 
not increase 
payroll tax 

Council hopes recent 
cuts will be enough 


Warsaw City Council 
has rejected Mayor C.E. 
French’s proposal to raise 
the city payroll tax. 

Four councilmen op¬ 
posed the tax hike at 
Monday’s monthly meet¬ 
ing. They were: Nelson 
Brown, Jerry Hunt, Keith 
Jones, and Randy Jones. 
The proposal would have 
raised Warsaw’s current 
one-percent payroll tax to 
1.25 percent for one year. 

Mayor French had 
proposed raising the tax 
because of a large short¬ 
fall in the city’s General 
Fund. Accountant Jeff 
Woods warned council 
about the city’s $195,000 
deficit last November. 
In addition, the city has 
had to pay Bob Weldon 
$32,500 to settle a legal 
suit over a drainage pipe 
installed on his land with¬ 
out permission. 

Nevertheless, coun¬ 
cil did not want to raise 
the rate so quickly on the 
heels of the recent water/ 
sewer rate hike. 

“I know we had a rough 
year and the law suits 
have put us behind,” said 
councilman Brown. “But 
the city is on the right 
track with the cuts we’ve 
made and now is not the 
time to raise taxes. People 
are hurting.” 


Councilman Randy 
Jones agreed, saying: 
“We’ve made cuts and 
we’re going with a thin, 
shoestring (police) force. 
Let’s see what these cuts 
will do.” 

Jones also questioned 
the temporary nature of 
the tax hike. “Once some¬ 
thing goes up, it never 
goes down,” he said. “If 
we vote for this we proba¬ 
bly won’t be reelected and 
who knows if the people 
sitting here next year will 
honor (ending the tax).” 

After hearing the op¬ 
position, Mayor French 
tabled the matter, saying, 
“I don’t want to raise tax¬ 
es either but things have 
gotten tight. In years past, 
Jeff Woods has come in 
here and we’ve hoped it 
would be better next year 
but that hasn’t happened. 
It’s time to take action.” 

The city’s budget woes 
date back to the closing of 
the ATS plant in Decem¬ 
ber 2007 and the loss of 
200 jobs. The plant was 
purchased in September 
and there are plans to em¬ 
ploy 40 people.

•Council approved the 
final reading to close por¬

Our horse farmers need gambling to survive 


According to A lf red Nuckols, 
owner of Hurstland Farm, the 
biggest challenge he faces and 
the biggest challenge to the horse 
breeding industry is the wagering 
issue. 

For more than a century, “wa¬ 
gering” to horse farmers like 
Nuckols has meant pari-mutuel 
betting on races — the “follow the 
money” that kept horse breeding a 
major business in Kentucky after 
the automobile era began. Bets 
fund race purses and purses are 
the fundamental basis for horses’ 
value. 

Now, small breeders and board¬ 
ers like Nuckols say “wagering” 
has to mean more—slot machines 
and table games at casinos — to 
keep them afloat, so Kentucky 
can compete with other states that 
boost purses and breeders' awards 
with casino proceeds. 

But even though horses gener¬ 
ate more money than any other 
agricultural product in Kentucky, 
the General Assembly has again 
failed to offer voters a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to allow ca¬ 
sinos, and that’s chasing horses 
from the state and leaving farmers 
like Nuckols facing a very uncer¬ 
tain future. 

Nuckols, 61, told us he had to 
sell 100 acres of his farm last year 
“to please my banker,” and is foal¬ 
ing and boarding fewer mares than 
ever, and his children are not inter¬ 
ested in making a sixth generation 
of Nuckolses in the business. 

“It’s going to be very difficult 
for farms like mine to stay around 
much longer,” he said. 

Turfway Park in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky recently announced a 25- 
percent cut in purses after the ca¬ 
sino amendment failed in the state 
Senate, probably a death knell 
for that track - and for the year- 


round Kentucky racing circuit that 
has helped keep small horse farms 
in business. Cincinnati, a few miles 
north of Turfway, will have a casino 
in 2013. 

Turfway’s announcement came 
the day after New York and Florida 
tracks announced they would raise 
purses more than 25 percent with 
money from expanded gambling. 

Nuckols shakes his head at the 
Kentucky legislature’s refusal to fol¬ 
low suit, but he also acknowledged 
misgivings that many breeders have 
about casinos. He said he’s not a 
strong advocate because he fears 
that gaming interests would become 
too powerful, to the detriment of the 
horse industry, but at least for now, 
“We need to level the playing held.” 

A skeptic should ask: Is the horse 
industry worth propping up? Why 
not let the market rule and let farms 
like Hurstland fall by the wayside? 
Because horses are this state’s sig¬ 
nature industry, one that generates 
much tourism and gives us a brand 
badly needed by a state whose prob¬ 


lems all too often make it the butt of 
jokes in national media. 

And, as Al fred Nuckols reminded 
us, it is a “green industry,” both liter¬ 
ally and figuratively, one that makes 
the Bluegrass nationally admired 
and, in many ways, a sort of park. 
As the financial underpinnings of 
the industry are eroded, land values 
will fall and some of that grass will 
go to blacktop and concrete. Scores 
of Bluegrass horse farms are in man¬ 
aged foreclosures or workout situa¬ 
tions with the lenders, according to 
former Gov. Brereton Jones, another 
horse breeder. 

Eventually, a casino amendment 
may pass. But it will probably be too 
late for Al fred Nuckols and many 
other small horse farmers who carry 
one of our state’s richest heritages 
and give it a unique culture and iden¬ 
tity — one that should not be put at 
risk by political cowardice and in¬ 
eptitude.

Council 
member Mike Hampton 
agreed, saying: “We can’t 
have enough insurance.” 

Council member Julia 
Proctor mentioned other 
liability issues. “We need 
to consider our Frontier 
Days event and how many 
people we have for the 


growing cost of health 
insurance is becoming 
a burden for the county. 
Union Health Care, the 
company that covers 
county employees, has 
increased its rate 41 per¬ 
cent in the past two years. 
McFarland hopes to find a 
more affordable plan. 

•County Attorney Spike 
Wright said he’s looking 
into a plan that could save 
the county thousands of 
dollars in jail fees. If the 
plan is approved, nonvio¬ 
lent offenders would be in¬ 
carcerated in their homes 
by use of cell phones and 
ankle bracelets at a cost 
of between $10 and $14 a 
day. Currently, the county 
pays $30 a day to keep of¬ 
fenders behind bars. 

•On Wright’s sugges¬ 
tion, the court agreed to 
begin offering CPR train¬ 
ing to all county employ¬ 
ees.

Further discussion 
centered on the lack of 
Workers Compensation 
coverage by the city. An 
annual premium of $307 
would cover all city em¬ 
ployees at all functions. 
Again Sullivan objected, 
questioning the cost. But 
when he learned the cov¬ 
erage would pay 100 per¬ 
cent of medical expenses 
for an injured city worker, 
he agreed to the plan. 

Since a decision on the 
additional coverage was 
not immediately needed, 
council member Adams, 
who was presiding over 
the meeting in the absence 
of Mayor Jim Nantz, de¬ 
cided to table the deci¬ 
sions until the April meet¬ 
ing. 

In other business: 

•Council agreed to re¬ 
search the cost of putting 
up a Glencoe City Hall 
sign. 

•Council member Rick 
Dunaway said he would 
ask the sewer board to 
investigate records and 
determine if easements 
were properly granted by 
James Ethridge to the city 
for sewer construction. 

•Ethridge has argued 
that easements were never 
granted and his property 
should not be taxed since 
no service existed on the 
land.

Spring Is 
Tornado Season

Tornadoes are nature’s 
most violent storms. 
Spawned from powerful 
thunderstorms, tornadoes 
can cause fatalities and 
devastate a neighborhood 
in seconds. 

A tornado appears as 
a rotating, funnel-shaped 
cloud that extends from a 
thunderstorm to the ground 
with whirling winds that 
can reach 300 miles per 
hour. Damage paths can 
be in excess of one mile 
wide and 50 miles long. 
Every state is at some risk 
from this hazard. 

Some tornadoes are 
clearly visible, while rain 
or nearby low-hanging 
clouds obscure others. Oc¬ 
casionally, tornadoes de¬ 
velop so rapidly that little, 
if any, advance warning is 
possible. 

Before a tornado hits, 
the wind may die down 
and the air may become 
very still. A cloud of debris 
can mark the location of a 
tornado even if a funnel 
is not visible. Tornadoes 
generally occur near the 
trailing edge of a thunder¬ 
storm. It is not uncommon 
to see clear, sunlit skies 
behind a tornado. 

Before a Tornado 

•To begin preparing, 
you should build an emer¬ 
gency kit and make a fam¬ 
ily communications plan. 

•Listen to the local dis¬ 
patch center on a scanner, 
NOAA Weather Radio or 


to commercial radio or 
television newscasts for 
the latest information. In 
any emergency, always 
listen to the instructions 
given by local emergency 
management officials. 

•Be alert to changing 
weather conditions. Look 
for approaching storms. 

•Look for the follow¬ 
ing danger signs: 

•Dark, often greenish 
sky 

•Large hail 

•A large, dark, low-ly¬ 
ing cloud (particularly if 
rotating) 

•Loud roar, similar to a 
freight train. 

•If you see approaching 
storms or any of the dan¬ 
ger signs, be prepared to 
take shelter immediately. 

Tornado Facts 

Quick facts you should 
know about tornadoes: 

•They may strike 
quickly, with little or no 
warning. 

•They may appear 
nearly transparent until 
dust and debris are picked 
up or a cloud forms in the 
funnel. 

•The average torna¬ 
do moves Southwest to 
Northeast, but tornadoes 
have been known to move 
in any direction. 

•The average forward 
speed of a tornado is 30 
mph, but may vary from 
stationary to 70 mph. 

•Tornadoes can accom¬ 
pany tropical storms and 
hurricanes as they move

Riehm served for 15 years 
as the first female depu¬ 
ty mayor of Louisville. 
Luallen worked for six 
Kentucky governors and 
recently completed her 
second term as Kentucky 
state auditor. 

“Kentucky Women 
Remembered,” overseen 
by the Kentucky Commis¬ 
sion on Women, began in 
1978 and consists of por¬ 
traits depicting outstand¬ 
ing women in Kentucky’s 


history. The exhibit found 
a permanent home in 
the Capitol in 1996 after 
many years of traveling 
around the state. 

Thousands of visi¬ 
tors to the Capitol view 
the portraits each year 
and learn about the heri¬ 
tage and contributions of 
women in Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Women 
Remembered Committee 
selects up to three Ken¬ 
tucky women annually to 
become part of the exhibit. 
Nominees must have been 
born in or spent a signifi¬ 
cant part of their lives in 
Kentucky and may be liv¬ 
ing or deceased. 

“Lor years, many con¬ 
tributions women have 
made in the fabric of Ken¬ 
tucky history have gone 
unnoticed and unrecord¬ 
ed,” said Eleanor Jordan, 
executive director of the 
Kentucky Commission on 
Women. “This annual cer¬ 
emony and recognition of 
women’s history month is 
our way of writing some 
of those women back into 
history and highlighting 
how significant their roles 
have been to the Com¬ 
monwealth.” 

With the three current 
inductees, the exhibit 
boasts 65 portraits of out¬ 
standing women in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The watercolor por¬ 
traits of the three induct¬ 
ees were painted by Car¬ 
la Canonero Phillips, 
of Lrankfort, who is the 
fifth artist commissioned 
for the Kentucky Women 
Remembered exhibit. Lor 
more information on the 
Kentucky Commission on 
Women and to view the 
portraits, http://women.
